Botanists toll us that tlit- plant forms 
its flower buds under tin- snow and in 
ILe process of breathing evolves so 
much heat lLat the encircling snow is 
melted and trickles down the eta Ik, 
round which, it frequently 
fret-zes 


again. Thus gradually a dome- shaped 
cavity is formed round tbe blossoms, 
and the process is continued till in 
many cases they succeed in reaching 
the surface. 


A modified form of the same bent 


producing power may be noticed in our 
native iV~"'ove. so familiar on banks 
and -woodland slopes during July and 
August. Oa a comparatively cool ilay 
.when a little wind is stirring a ther- 
mometer carefully inserted in the bell- 
like flowers of a plant growing in a 
shady place will frequently register a 
temperature one or two degrees higher 
than that of the surrounding air. 


More startling results are, bowewr, 


obtained from plants in which a num- 
ber of small flowers are congregated 
together within an. outer sheath or 
snathe, as in the arums. The Italian 
arum common in vineyards and along 
the roadsides near the Mediterranean 
opens its spathe between 4 and C In 
the evening, emitting at the same time 
a winellke fragrance. Experiment li;is 
shown that if the temperature of the 
interior of the spathe be then taken it 
may be as high as 103 degrees or 112 
degrees F. even when the outside air 
is only 58 degrees F.—Westminster Ga- 
zette. 


NEW WEATHER VANE. 


Clearly Shan- the Force of tbe 


Wind. 


One can measure at any time the 


force of the wind by means of the in- 
strument known as an anemometer, 
but in this way It is impossible to ob- 
tain any vivid idea of tho wind's veloc- 
ity. The anemometer will tell accurate- 
ly whether a wind is traveling at the 
rate of twenty or thirty miles an hour,

"Apply this idea through a syste- 


matic course of training and you can 
educate, a child as it ought to be edu- 
cated. Brain building Is the science of 
the future.

done without your knowing it. Ideas 
frequently leap into the mind as if 
from nowhere, nnd they are likely to 
be •the best ideas." 


Professor Gates has applied the theo- 


ry In his own nursery and has obtained 
aumzlng results from the training of 
bis little boy and girl, who began tbeir 
education before they were weaned. A 
beginning was made early in cultivat- 
ing the faculty of attention. Tbe little 
girl when she was not able to stand 
alone was taught to give her attention 
to a certain thing and to keep Jt fixed 
upon that thing as long as she could. 
The little girl and her brother, long be- 
fore they could talk, were taught to 
put blocks through holes in n wooden 
box. The holes were of twenty differ- 
ent shapes and the blocks of as^mnny 
different forms, and tbe children4 wore 
obliged without knowing what they 
were about, to register in their brains 
a large variety of geometrical con- 
cepts.

tains 7 per cent of moisture and the 
best of hard coal hygroscopic water to 
the amount of ^ ptr cent, it should be 
understood that in tbe evaporation of 
the moisture in this fuel the action of i 
tbe chemical compound on the mois- 
ture Is such that it evaporates it with- 
out diminishing the heat, while on ihe 
other band even the best hard coal ab- 
sorbs from the heat Just as much per- 
centage as the contents of the percent- 
age of tbe moisture in the coal. 


"It is to be considered that ia this 


fuel the quantity of ashes in net inilu- 
eacing in any way the capacity of The 
heating power, as the chemicals of 
themselves are the heat producers. In 
natural coal whatever residue there is 
is to be deducted from its heating pow- 
er, not^ overlooking such weight as 
ashes, cinders, slag and scot. In this 
new fuel the consumption is well nigh 
complete.

Mutton and Wool. 


It is surprising how many people are 


still thinking that the mission of tbe 
sheep is to grow wool, says an ex- 
change. Many are abandoning sheep, 
says a writer in the Ohio Farmer, just 
because wool is low, and going into cat- 
tle and hogs because beef and pork are 
high. 
The fact that mutton is also 


high and that a pound of mutton can 
be produced at less cost than a pound 
of beef and about as cheaply as a 
pound of pork, and that whatever wool 
is produced is additional gain, is los>t 
Bight of. 


A Plea For Slieep Raisin;;. 


Sheep nre easily managed and the 


most profitable animal the farmer can 
keep, says J. W. Manville in Wool Mar- 
kets and Sheep. 


Sheep are tbe most profitable because 


they yield two products to help pay 
their expenses, wool and mutton. There 
are few other farm animals which do 
as much to pay their way. 


If something happens that a sheop 


cannot be marketed when desired, it 
can be carried over another winter or 
year without loss to its owner, for 
when spring comes the wool will pay 
all the expense that is chargeable to it. 
Sheop are very dainty about what they 
cat. They like plenty of good'green 
feed, such ns grass and tbe many kinds 
of weeds that grow on the fnrm. and 
are destructive to tho crops. Tho sheep 
will leave the green, tender grass and 
eat the rough wepds that cluster about 
tbe fences. Few other animals w'.ll do 
this. 


Sheep will go through tbe winter 


with less feed than other stock and 
come out In the spring in good condi- 
tion. With all the hay they could ent I 
have known them to go through the 
winter without grain, but I have found 
It the best plnn to give them some 
grain. It makes the ewes more vigor- 
ous and strong nnd better mothers. In 
feeding shocp It is best to have a shed 
for thorn to eat In and go in and out 
vhen they pleaso. When it Is mining, 
the sheop will always go to the shod, 
and in cold weather they will generally 
go to the shed. lint the cold doe's not 
hurt them like the rain and snow do.

Agriculturists. 


From plowing to autotoobiling seems 


a far cry, yet those two extremes are 
combined in the latest inventiop of Dr. 
R. J. Gatling, originator of the famous 
rapid firing gun which bears his name. 
At the age of seventy Dr. Gatling h;is 
conceived the idea of replacing farm 
horses with gasoline and changing the 
adornment of farmers' hands from cal- 
louses to chauffeurs' gloves. In other 
words, says a writer in tho St. Louis 
Republic, plowing is to be revolution- 
ized, as was modern warfare. 


It has remained for Dr. Galling to 


invent n motor plow, driven by a gaso- 
line engine of sufficient power to pro- 
pel the plows at any desired depth be- 
tween one and twche inches. The 
truck is built similar to those trucks 
used with traction engines, except that 
the steam boiler is replaced by a 
strong platform, ou which is placed the 
gasoline engine. It is connected with 
tlu> traction gearing by a series of 
wheels. To this truck is nttached a set 
of disk plows. 


With this machine it is estimated 


that out- man can plow from thirty to 
thirty-five aoros In a d.iy. To plow this 
number of JKTOS in one day with the 
ordinary plow would require lit teen 
men and thirty horses. 
.Ml that is 


needed to operate the- Gatling plow is 
for the fanner to Mt upon-the'cush- 
ioned seat of the truck and work the 
controller, which is not unlike those at- 
tached to nutoinobllos. If ho happens 
to be indisposed, his wife can take his 
place. 


It is generally estimated that the 


cost of plowing under ordinary condi- 
tions Is !?1.r>0 per acre, and tlien the 
further preparation of the ground b> 
harrowing and rolling It costs another 
50 cents per acre. Ity the process of 
plowing with tho Gatling machine tho 
irround becomes thoroughly pulverized, 
nnd tbe rolling Is not n^ulrod. Dr. 
Gatling I.H having bis plow made in St. 
Louis and Is going to form a St. I.ouls 
company to cniry on HH lunnufnctunr 
find distribution when It is ready for 
tho innrket. As yet bis plans In this 
latter respect have not assumed defi- 
nite shape. The wimple plow Is ivow 
roaring completion and will soon bf 
ready for Inspection,

Washington, Oct. 8.—The remnant: 


of the magnificent armies of Grant 
Sherman, Thomas, Slocum and Sheri 
dan, which participated in the grant1 
review at the close of the civil war 
again today passed' up the historic 
Pennsylvania avenue. The survivors 
of the bronzed legions who marchec 
24 abreast for two days before Pres 
id'ent Johnson had become old white 
haired men.

An iceless reingeriitor Las been in- 


vented bs an Oregoiiiuuu in wb'ch the 
principle'of the- e\aj>uration of watw 
to reduce'tenipcraTtirc-iis used. Accord- 
Ing to the in-. truer, the icvless refriger- 
ator presents jnuch the same appear- 
ance as do ordinary refrigerators. The 
outer casing ttcdtdoor usavr be made of 
plain or expeusire woods,,as taste may 
dictate. The i^per halt aud the top 
are closed tightly. The;lower portion 
is formed of {inclined slats, through 
which air mayfbe freely .admitted. The 
door is also made tight at the top and 
provided •witlij&lats at the bottom. The 
interior franietis made entirely of gal 
vanized Iron to prevent shrinking auc 
expanding or'uecoming moldy with con 
stant dampness, and it Is also a good 
conductor of beat and therefore assist 
Iniredncing the temperature lower than 
it oould otherwise be maintained. Bur 
lapj>r other fibrous material is fastened 
upomthis inside frame so-as to form an 
interior wall, which stands at a suffl 
cientXdistanoe from the outer wall o 
the sttuctare«to form an/annular space 
between Ciettwo. 


In thevtop of the inner structure is an 


opening covered with screen material 
Through tills and the slats around thi 
bottom of tthe outer casing a constan 
draft of atr passes, thus causing an 
evaporation! of moisture, with which 
the fibrous? material is saturated, s< 
that the irtterior of the apparatus is 
maintained i at a low temperature. Al 
around the [top of this f came is a strip 
of galvanized iron, with an inclined lij 
bent over. iThe edge of the burlap i 
fastened upon the face of the frame 
one^elghth of an inch nbo-qe the edge o 
the\lip, so that the wateiy which is dis 
changed upon this Inclln'ad surface wil 
not flojv over the burlap, but will be dl 
rected* against It, so as/to be absorbed 
thus saturatingtthe tourlap. 


The fastenlng-f or this burlap or other 


fibrous material ^consists of a doubli 
pointed tack or 'holder, the head o: 
which is soldered or .otherwise securec 
to the face of the galtvaiilzed Iron. Thi 
fibrous materiaUbeing pressed over th< 
points, they are folded down to hold i 
in place. This renders it easily remov 
able for change or leaning. 


Above the top of|the frame is a tanl 


for holding water. Projecting from the 
sides and ends of this tank and at a 
suitable distance apart are horizonta 
pipes having in the outer ends vertical 
ly disposed needle valves, which ontro 
the flow of waler from openings in the 
lower parts of' the pipes. These open 
Ings and controlling valves are situated 
in line above the slanting lips, so that 
water delivered from the openings falls 
upon the lip and flows down into the 
fibrous material, keeping it constantlj 
saturated.

Though I 
had maiij' patients who tried vegetari- 
anism and temporarily got, rid of their 
headaches, tho headaches came back, 
and came bark to stay, after the first 
enthusiasm had worn off, spinach and 
peas notwithstanding. Still at the same 
time I always advise my patients to 
curb their appetite for meat. Undoubt- 
edly too much meat Is liable to cause 
headache In people: otherwise predis- 
posed for the dlst-aso. 


"It's Important that nervous people 


suffering with headaches should cat 
every few hours. If their stomach Is 
empty, they become faint, and hend- 
acho Is the result. But never lose sight 
of tho faet that constipation Is one of 
tho prime causes of headache. Head- 
achy people should make H a practice 
to have prunes nnd honey cake around; 
also to eat plenty of honey and run- 
jnrb and occasionally use sltx bnths 
cool) and chew tamarind. Salts should 
be avoided except by very robust per- 
sons."-

FACT AND FAD. 


Tbe Belgian Hare as "Health Food." 


Mr. GreSner's Comments. 


Now that the Belgian bare boom is 


dead and buried, apparently beyond 
prospect of immediate resurrection, 
comes 3Irs. Korer, the exponent of 
good cooking and expert on cooking 
materials and methods, and not only 
urges iu her lectures the use of Bel- 
gian hare meat and cooks it before her 
classes, but also has gone into the busi- 
ness of raising hares on her farm, in- 
tending to sell them next fall at 25 
cents a pound in the Philadelphia mar- 
ket. 
The present price there is said 


to be 33 cents. She says, according to 
a statement in the Bucks County In- 
telligencer: ''The special value of the.,- 
flesh is its being highly nutritious with- 
out being stimulating, as rich in nitro- 
gen as beef without the stimulating 
quality thought deleterious by physi- 
cians. The bare meat is white, of del- 
icate flavor, resembling capon. It is 
now used in hotels and private fami- 
lies. Canned hare meat is also being 
placed on the market." 


All this is only in line with my ear- 


lier remarks and expressions on this 
subject, says T. Grciner in Farm nud 
Fireside. The Belgian hare, after first 
being ignored, then 
extravagantly 


boomed and denounced, will dually 
find the true level of its worth. There 
certainly is a place for it in rural and 
domestic economy which it can and 
will till. This at least Is the conclu- 
sion at which I have finally arrived. 
Give the. hare a reputation us ''health 
food," nnd its new boom will be as- 
sured. 
Whether Mrs. Rorer. however, 


will find it quite so easy a task to raise 
the Belgians as she evidently and pos- 
sibly without much practical experi- 
ence supposes is m my estimation not 
quite so certain. The recent Belgian 
hare boomers have advertised the ani- 
mal as practically exempt from dis- 
ease. Wo used to find it so years ago. 
Then we could multiply them and es- 
pecially tbe crosses between Belgian 
males and common rabbit females— 
which for meat Rurposes are practical- 
ly equal to the pure bred Belgians—at 
pleasure both in confinement and In 
orchards and groves outdoors. 
But 


times have changed. Some disease, tin; 
nature of which wo do not understand, 
carries off the young stock by tho 
wholesale and without previous warn- 
ing when kept in confinement and kills 
many'older ones. We simply find the 
animals dead In their pens. Tho mut- 
ter of feeding aecuis to make uo differ- 
ence cither.

In better thrift and flesh. 


Fifth.— More rapid gains can be se- 


cured. 


Sixth.— In case of an epidemic of 


cholera or other contagious swine dis- 
order the pigs as a factor in econom- 
ical production of beef may be elim- 
inated without any considerable loss, 
whicli would be impossible in case of 
steers feeding on shock or whole corn. 


Seventh.— More pounds of meat can 


be produced per acre where silage is 
fed to steers than where shock corn 
is used, even though the greater 
amount of pork produced in case of a 
system of shock corn feeding is taken 
into account. 


Eighth.— A much larger proportion 


of the meat produced is beef. 


Ninth.— The corn may be harvested 


earlier in the season, generalh' before 
danger of frosts and at a season, in 
Illinois at least, when other farm work 
is not pressing. In speaking of the ad- 
vantages of the silo it should not be 
overlooked that silage may be stored 
for late summer feeding when pas- 
tnres are often short and the new corn 
crop is too immature to feed to good 
advantage. 


. The DIsudvantaKe« of Silage. 
The disadvantages of feeding silage 


appear to be: 


First. — That in feeding equal acre- 


ages of corn in silage and as shock 
corn a greater acreage of crops other 
than corn is required to supplement 
silage than shock corn. This is an 
item that cannot consistently be over- 
looked, as economical beef production 
in the corn belt involves the utilisation 
of as large a proportionate amount of 
corn as possible. Nevertheless, when 
we consider the ultimate effect upon 
the fertility (.-t the soil, the clover acre- 
age, at lea-jt, may very profitably be 
increased 


Seconu.— It is believed that warmer 


quarters must be provided for silage 
fed steers tban for those receiving 
shock corn. 


Third.— A system of feeding steers 


on silage involves more capital and 
labor. 


Before attempting to draw final con- 


clusions from this experiment as to 
the value of silage on beef production 
the reader should bear in mind that 
"wintering calves is but one factor in 
beef production. 


NEW FEED ADULTERANTS. 


The Hnrd, Flinty HnllN of 'Riff-

' The New Jersey station announces 
that there are two new adulterants on 
The feed markets of the state. 
The 


one consists of the hard, dried, flinty 
Imlls of the rice grain, the other of tho 
inner bull of the coffee berry. 
The 


woody, fibrous nature of these is ap- 
parent under careful inspection, but 
when they are mixed with standard 
feeds, even in quite large proportion, 
their detection is a matter of much 
difficulty. 


According to Chemists Voorhees and 


Street, that these inferior materials 
are used for the purpose of ndnltorat 
ing feeds of recognized value is evi- 
dent from tbe fact that among Hie 
samples collected this year were found 
one sample of brown middlings which 
consists of nearly one-third rice hulls 
and one sample of wheat bran tha 
contained considerable of tbe finely 
ground coffee berry hulls. 


The dark colored outer bulls of Ilio 


coffee berry have long been employed 
as a coffee substitute, but the use of 
the inner hull, the parchmentliko endo- 
carp, as an adulterant has been noticed 
this season for the first time. 
When 


finely ground, this material resembles 
corn 
bran, and when 
mixed with 


wheat br:ln. several eases of which 
have been found, it can only be de- 
tected by the use of the microscope.
